It  has  been  the  custom  and  is  now  with  most  nurserymen  to  dig  and  sell  to  the 
planter  Fruit  trees  at  one  and  two  years  of  age,  requiring  the  planter  to  develop  them  in 
the  orchard  to  Fruiting  Age  size.
